SENATE RESOLUTION CALLS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—A first 
step toward a sweeping Congres- 
sional investigation of the causes 
of the depression, with special ref- 
erence to the New York stock mar- 
ket crash of 1929, was taken this 
morning ‘swhen Senator Walsh 
(Dem.), Montana, introduced a 
resolution calling for the appoint- 
ment of a special fact-finding com- 
mittee of the House and the Sen- 
ate. 

Because of the proposed appro- 
priation of $20,000 for the expenses 
of the committee, the resolution 
was referred to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Audit and Control. 

The select committee suggested 
by the Montana Senator would con- 
sist of five members of the Senate 
appointed by the Vice-President 
and five members of the House ap- 
pointed by the Speaker. It would 
have broad powers to “inquire into 
the depression, and particularly the 
relation of the collapse of prices on 
the New York Stock Exchange, and 
to take testimony concerning the 
means that should be employed and 
the legislation that should be en- 
acted to prevent a recurrence of 
such periods of depression or to 


lessen the malign effects thereof.” 

The resolution asserts in the pre- 
amble that measures to prevent 
similar catastrophes or to alleviate 
their results can only be predicated 
On an accurate knowledge and ap- 
preciation of underlying causes. 

“The country,” states the resolu- 
tion, “is suffering from the most 
profound industrial depression in 
its history, entailing enormous 
losses and widespread unemploy- 
ment. 

“Many different causes have been 
assigned by economists, financiers 
and other students of business and 
public affairs. 

“The condition became general- 
ly evident after and was greatly 
intensified by the debacle on the 
New York Stock Exchange in Oc- 
tober, 1929. 

“The sudden collapse of prices 
on the exchange was preceded by 
an extraordinary inflation in the 
prices of securities and of loans 
through which transactions there- 
in were effected; was accompanied 
by a tremendous contraction in 
bank credits, and was followed by 
a rapid and continuing fall in the 
prices of commodities generally 
and particularly of agricultural 
products.” 

In view of all these facts, the 
resolution states, it is important 
that Congress probe to the bottom 
of the trouble. 


CONGRESS IGNORANT 
OF CONDITIONS, SAYS 
THE LONDON TIMES 


Paper Declares Debates Show 
“Great Majority’ Knows 
Little of World Economics. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—The debate 
in Washington over President Hoo- 
ver’s moratorium prompted the 
London Times to charges in an ed- 
itorial today that the “great ma- 
jority” of members of the Amer. 
ican Congress are in ignorance of 
world economic conditions. 

“Reports of the debates in Con- 
gress have already made it clear 
that the great majority of the 


members are still without any real 
understanding of the condition to 
which the world has been reduced 
by the incubus of war debts and by 
the hamstringing of international 
trade through prohibitive tariffs,’ 
the paper declared in an editorial. 

“They fail still more completely 
to realize that their own troubles 
are merely the reflections of that 
condition. 

“The utterings of irresponsibles 
like Representative McFadden may 
be disregarded. More illuminating 
was the speech of Senator Reed, a 
leading Republican. a distinguished 
lawyer and an experienced man of 
affairs, who dismissed as ‘silly’ the 
idea that payment of war debts 
could present any difficulty to a 
country like Britain, ‘owning far- 


around the circuit of the globe, 
with museums stuffed with art 
treasures worth millions and mil- 
lions.’ 

“He is under the delusion that 
possession of these things makes 
it easy to buy American dollars 
with which to meet payments in 
the United States, unless, indeed. 
the suggestion is that we might ship 
the National Gallery and the British 
Museum to New York in satisfac- 
tion of the claims of the American 
Treasury.”

Board Announces Unification Pro-

—Furious over having been dis- 
charged, a Japanese butler stabbed 
and hacked his millionaire employ- 
er, J. William Schatz, 56 years old, 
to death after a desperate struggle 
in the Schatz mansion here yester- 
day. 

Aided by his sister-in-law, the 
butler then began a murderous at- 
tack on Schatz’s’companion, Mrs. 
Florence Quick Carozza, 26, whom 
he had forced to !ook on as he 
killed the manufacturer and sports- 
man. 

Police summoned through the 
tracing of her strangled call for 
help, arrived in time to save her 


from death after she had suffered 
two stab wounds and several ham- 
mer blows. 

Authorities said the hutler, Gan- 
tero Akiyama, 38, confessed the 
crime. His sister-in-law, Sadako 
Otsuka, 26, also confessed, they 
said. They were held for first- 
degree murder. 

diaps Through Open Window. 

The attack began in the bedroom 
where Schatz and Mrs. Carozza 
were sleeping. Akiyama leaped 
through an open window from a 
porch roof and seized Mrs. Carozza, 
who, he believed,’ had  induceti 
Schatz*to discharge him. Schatz 
entered the fight and was hit. on 
the head with a water bottle. The 
struggle raged into the hall, where 
the Japanese woman. entered it 
when Mrs. Carozza tried to tele- 
phone for help. Schatz exhausted 
by the attack of his small but 
wiry opponent was dragged to the 
cellar. Then Mrs. Carozza was 
forced downstairs and held in a 
chair ‘while her friend was slain. 

She managed to flee, but was at- 
tacked on the stairway just as po- 
lice hammered on the door. Aki- 
yama fled. 

It was Mrs. Carozza’s desperate 
attempt to telephone for help that 
saved her life. She was pulled 
away from the instrument before 
she had said more than. a word, 
but the receiver remained off the 
hook and .the telephone operator 
heard the sound of the fight. The 
call was traced and police notified. 
They found Akiyama in a coal bin, 
his sister-in-law upstairs. Both sub- 
mitted to arrest quietly. 


Why He Was Discharged. 

Akiyama had bhrooded over his 
discharge, of which he had been in- 
formed by Schatz when Schatz and 
Mrs. Carozza returned from the the- 
ater and found unprepared the 
lunch Schatz had ordered. 

Akiyama went to his room on the 
floor above, dropped from a win- 
dow to the porch roof and leaped 
into his employer’s bedroom. 

Sadako Otsuka, unable to speak 
English, told through an interpreter 
she had helped her brother-in-law 
because she sympathized with him. 

Schatz ran a smal] bearing man- 
ufacturing business into a fortune. 
He was prominent as a ‘big-game 
hunter and golfer. His home is an 
imposing place in an exclusive sec- 
tion of the city. Mrs. Carozza is 
separated from her husband, a 
State trooper. 

During questioning today Akiya- 
ma said he entered the room of his 
employer with the intention of kill- 
ing Mrs. Carozza. This, he added, 
was why he first sprang upon the 
woman, turning only on _ Schatz

tures, Senator Gerald P. Nye, Pro- 
gressive Republican from North 
Dakota, introduced today a com- 
prehensive bill designed to prevent 
costly and corrupt elections of the 
President and the Vice President 
and of Senators and Representa- 
tives. 

The select committee found that 
the corrupt practices act of 1925, 
which is supposed to limit ex- 
penditures, was totally inadequate 
for present conditions. The bill 
introduced today departs from the 
principle of the existing law by 
proposing that a candidate or his 
agent shall be held responsible for 


campaign expenditures. Heavy 
penalties are provided for unau- 
thorized persons who receive con- 
tributions or make expenditures. 
This feature of the bill, says the 
accompanying report, “will effec- 
tively curb the growing activities 
of ‘political racketeers’ who use the 
names of popular candidates to en- 
rich themselves.” 

Elaborate machinery is proposed 
in the Nye bill to regulate centri- 
butions and check expenditures. 
No candidate for the presidency 
would be allowed to spend more 
than $250,000 in seeking nomina- 
tion and no party would be allowed 
to spend more than $5,000,000 in 
the election. 

No candidate for the Senate 
would be allowed to spend more 
than 4 cents a voter, as registered 
in the previous election for that of- 
fice, and no candidate for the 
House would be allowed more than 
2 cents a voter. In sparsely popu- 
lated states and districts, however, 
a senatorial candidates would be 
allowed to spend $5000, and a con- 
gressional candidate $2000. In gen- 
eral if a Senator joined with other 
candidates the maximum aggregate 
expenditures would be limited to 
$50,000, if a senatorial candidate 
did not join with other candidates, 
he would be limited to $10,000. 


Details of Report. ‘ 


Four reports are called for in the 
Nye bill from senatorial and con- 
gressional candidates the first 
would be filed between the tenth 
and fifteenth days before nomina- 
tion; the second between the tenth 
and fifteenth days after nomina- 
tion; the third between the tenth 
and fifteenth days before election, 
and the fourth between the tenth 
and fifteenth days after election. 
These reports would contain the 
names of all agents, and itemized 
account of all contributions and the 
names of donors, the amount of ex- 
penditures and _ recipients, the 
amounts of all loans and advances 
together with the makers and the 
indorsers ang the rate of interest, 
and the details of all unpaid bills. 
All contributions would be prohib- 
ited 11 days before the election. A 
receipt would accoinpany all ex- 
penditures over $10. All reports 
would be filed with the proposed 
Joint Elections Committee. 

In the election of the President 
and Vice President, the supervision 
would start at the election of dele- 
gates to the national conventions. 
On the fifth day precediing the 
convention, every candidate would 
be required to file an account of 
his expenses with the clerk of the 
convention. Another report would 
be required on Sept. l1—after the 
convention, and a third would be 
required between the tenth and 
fifteenth days preceding the elec- 
tion, Forty days after election a 
cumulative report would be due. 

Proposed Changes in Law. 

‘Under present conditions,” said 
the report, “it is necessary in prac- 
tice for prosecuting officers to 
prove that the candidate had 
knowledge of all excessive or im- 
proper expenditures made in his 
behalf. This is difficult, if not im- 
possible, in most cases. Undef the 
proposed plan, on the other hand, 
each candidate becomes responsi- 
ble for the activities and expendi- 
tures of the persons and commit- 
tees which he has authorized, but 
is relieved of responsibility for the 
acts of all other persons and com- 
mittees. At'the same time all un- 
authorized persons and committees 
become subject to severe penalties 
if they attempt to collect campaign 
contributions or influence an elec- 
tion by the expenditure of money.”

For the present practice of re- 
quiring reports of expenditures to 
be filed with the President of the 
Senate and the Clerk of the House, 
the Nye bill substitutes a provision 
for the creation of a joint commit- 
tee on elections, with which all re- 
ports shall be deposited. The joint 
committee would be composed of 
five Senators, members of the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, 
and five Representatives, members 
of the House Committee on the 
Election of the President and the 
Vice President. On each delega- 
tion, three of the members would 
be of the major party, two of the 
minority. Thus in the present Con- 
gress the joint committee would be 
evenly divided. 
The select committee urged im- 
mediate action to reform the pres- 
ent law. 
“The early passage of this bill, 
or some other adequate revision of 
the present Federal corrupt prac- 
tices act,” said the report, “is nec- 
essary if the presidential and con- 
gressional campaigns are to be free 
from the flagrant abuses which the 
investigations of this and other 
committees have revealed in con- 
nection with previous elections.” 


Campaign Costs and Salaries. 
The committee noted in its re- 


plete returns filed in the 1930 sen- 
atorial campaigns showed a total 
of $5,505,712 was spent. “The ex- 
cessive character of these expendi- 
tures,” said the report, “will be 
evident when it is understood that 
the annual salaries of all the Sena- 
tors elected in this campaign would 
amount to only $350,000. The ex- 
penditures were thus more than 15 
times the amount of the annual 


Penalty for Violation. 

If expenditures exceeded the 
amount stipulated in the Nye bill, 
the candidate would not be allowed 
to have his name printed on the 
official ballot. 

National banks and corporations 
are prohibited by the bill from con- 
tributing directly or indirectly to 
the canipaign funds of any Federal 
candidate. A maximum penalty of 
$5000 is provided for any corpora- 
tion violating this provision, and éf 
any offcer of the corporation is re- 
imbursed by the corporation for an 
alleged personal contribution, the 
officers of the corporation are sub- 
ject to a maximum punishment of 
a $1000 fine and one year’s impris- 
onment, 

The general penalties imposed by 
the bill are severe. ‘“‘Any person,”

CLEVELAND BANK 
WITH $13,000,000 
DEPOSITS, CLOSES 


Standard Trust, Operating 
Under Ohio Law, Sus- 
pends by Decision of 
Board of Directors.

CLEVELAND, ©., Dec. 21.—The 


Standard Trust Bank was in the 
hands of the State Banking de- 
partment today. 

An announcement said the bank 
would not open for business today 
and that directors had requested 


the State Banking Department to 
liquidate it to protect depositors. 

The Standard had deposits total- 
ing between $13,000,000 and $14,- 
000,000, which are less than 1% 
per cent of the combined deposits 
of all Cleveland banks, it is esti- 
mated. 

It was not associated with any 
other Cleveland bank nor was it a 
member of the Cleveland Clear- 
ing House Agsociation or Federal 
Reserve system. 

Cc. Stirling Smith, president of 
the Standard, in a statement, 
quoted H. V. Shulters, president of 
the Clearing House Association, ag 
saying the agsociation, due to re- 
strictions far more stringent than 
those required by Federal and 
State supervision, has “achieved a 
strong finanical position to cope 
with changing conditions in busi- 
ness. This position in recent 
months has been- the subject of 
commendation from bankers and 
business men from all parts of the 
country.” 
Ira J. Fulton, State Banking Su- 
perintendent, said the bank closed 
to preserve assets of the bank may 
be able to pay out as fully as pos- 
sible under orderly liquidation. 
County and city funds on‘ deposit, 
about $4,000,000, are covered by 
security. 
The Standard’s closing brings to 
an end an experiment of 1920, 
when unions identified with the 
railroads entered the banking field 
here by establishing the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers Co- 
operative National Bank.

Senator Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, asked that the length of 
the Christmas recess be settled be- 
fore debate was begun on the 
moratorium. He favored a short 
recess. 
“I am willing to stay here con- 
stantly,”* interposed Johnson, “but 
I don’t like to read in the néws- 
papers as I did on yesterday that 
we are going to be held here and 
lashed by those who like to take 
European debts and saddle them on 
American taxpayers.” 
. Johnson Raises a Laugh. 
Watson said that at the White 
House conference this morning the 
President was assured that ‘“‘so far 
as it was possible now,” the re- 
construction corporation would be 
taken up after the holidays. 
‘I am sorry,” said Johnson, who 
has had differences with the Presi- 
dent, “that because of other en- 
gagements I was not at the White 
House.”

“That is the only threat I have 
made.” 

Johnson contended that those 
who signed the agreement on June 
20 to support the moratorium 
“signed on a statement of facts not 
consummated by the moratorium.” 
“I disagree ‘entirely,”” Watson re- 
plied. 

Watson said the House would 
have to be called back, if the mora- 
torium were not approved by to- 
morrow. 

Borah protested against assum- 
ing that the House would not be on 
hand. 

Dill of Washington, said he did 
not see why there was sO much 
“excitement” to approve the mora- 
torium immediately when the Pres- 
ident failed to call Congress into 
extra session so it could be done 
before the debts were due. 

“That’s behind us,” Watson re- 
plied. “Whether the President act- 
ed wisely or unwisely doesn’t enter 
into this question.” 

“A Mussolini on the Throne.” 
Norris of Nebraska said he did 
not believe the moratorium “merits 
the attempt to rush it through.”’ 
Norris complained of the signing up 
of members in favor of the morato- 
rium when Congress was not in 
session. 

‘“‘We don’t have a democracy,” he 
shouted, “we have a Mussolini on 
the throne if that is the way we 
are to legislate. I believe that way 
of controlling Congreag and legis- 
lating is wrong; is illegal.” 

Walsh (Dem.), Montana, said he 
was apprehensive of alarming the 
country if it were thought condi- 
tions were so serious that Congress 
felt called upon to give up its usual 
Christmas holidays to deal with 
them. 

Immediate disposal of the mora- 
torium to permit Congress to con- 
centrate upon relief measures was 
urged by Walsh (Dem.), Massachu- 
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said the moratorium would estab- 
lish a dangerous precedent for fu- 
ture dealings with America’s debt- 
ors. He said he was opposing it 
“not because it was entered into 
illegally and unconstitutionally, not 
because it is a fraud, and not be- 
cause of the wrong and injustice of 
it to all the ‘American people.” Al- 
though, he added, any of those rea- 
sons would be enough. 

The Californian said recent 
events had “liquidated the wisdom 
of our great bankers who were 
supposed to be great men, but have 
turned out to be very common 
clay,” just as the Versailles treaty 
“liquidated statesmanship.”’ 

Under the Senate rules the con- 
test over the re-election of Senator 
Moses (Rep.), New Hampshire, as 
president pro tempore automatical- 
ly displaced the moratorium at 2 
o'clock, but at that time unanimous 
consent was obtained to lay this 
aside pending disposition of the 
moratorium. 

Smoot Opens Debate. 
After the Senate agreed to take 
up the measure, Chairman Smoot 
of the Finance Committee opened 
debate with the assertion that he 
and every member of his commit- 
tee with one exception, considered 
the measure “of vital importance” 
and felt it should be passed be- 
fore the holiday recess. 

Howell (Rep.), Nebraska, opened 
for the opposition with an asser- 
tion that it was time “for us to 
think about the American people’ 
instead of the French. He said 
America had in effect canceled the 
French debt of $4,231,000,000 for 
the payment of 2 1-6 per cent over 
a period of 62 years. 
European debtor countries, How- 
ell added, did not pay the United 
States enough to cover the interest 
on the money they horrowed. 
He said the moratorium would re- 
lieve France of paying *50.000,000 
more, but would cost the United 
States $169,000,000 in interest.

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HEARING ON PLEA | 


FOR NATURAL GAS 
SUPPLY OPENED 


Fulton, Mo., Seeks to Com- 
pel Panhandle Eastern to 
Connect With City- 
Owned Distributing Plant 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 21, — 
Hearings on the application of the 
city of Fulton for an order to com- 
pel the Panhandle Eastern Pipe 
Line Co., a natural gas company, 
to supply natural gas for a pro- 
posed municipally owned natural 
gas distribution system in Fulton, 
opened today before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission. The 
company challenges the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission regulate its 
operations. 

The case involves the question 
whether the Panhandle Eastern— 
whichis one of several interstate 
natural gas carriers operating in 
Missouri—is a public utility, sub- 
ject to regulation by the commis- 
sion, and can be compelled to fur- 
nish natural gas service to any ap- 
plicant along its lines. 

Heretofore the natural gas pipe 
lines in Missouri have not heen 
regu’ated by the commission, hav- 
ing escaped on their contention 
that they were operating in inter- 
state commerce, because their lines 
enter Missouri from other states. 


St. Louis Intervenes. 

Because of the importance of 
the regulatory principle involved. 
the City of St. Louis has intervened 
in the case and was represented at 
the hearing today by associate City 
Counselor Forrest G. Ferris. The 
City of Fayette also has intervened. 

It is the contention of Fulton and 
the intervenors that the operations 
of the pipe line company, in sell- 
ing natural gas direct to large in- 
dustrial consumers. and in other 
phases of its operations in Mis- 
souri, is engaged in intrastate busi- 
ness and is a public utility subject 
to regulation by the commission. 

The Panhandle Eastern line 
originates in Texas and passes 
through Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, 


Missouri, Illinois and part of In-/ 


Giana. The bulk of the gas car- 


ried in the line—which has a max- | 
imum capacity of §0,000,000 cubic | 
feet daily—is obtained from wells | 


in Texas and Kansas. 
The line extends across Mis- 


souril, entering the State in Cass) 


County and leaving it at Louisiana, 
Mo. 

Gets Part of Supply in State. 

In an effort to break down the 
claim of the company that its op- 
erations were entirely of an inter- 
state character, Ferris today called 
as a witness B. R. Bay of Kansas 
City, vice president and general 
manager of the Panhandle Eastern, 
who admitted that the company 
obtained natural gas from several 
small wells in Western Missouri.

PREMIER LAVAL INDICATES 
FRENCH IDEA OF MILITARY 
PACT AGAINST AGGRESSION 


Says It Must Be Effective and Quick in Action, 
Not “Mere Formula of Hope”—No 
Scrapping of Young Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHAPELLE LA REINE, France, 


Dec. 21.—Premier Laval indicated 
yesterday that France, at the inter- 
national disarmament conference 
next February, if necessary would 


introduce a plan for military help 
to nations menaced by aggressive 
war. 

But he made it clear in a speech 
at a political banquet here that 
only a project that would be effec- 
tive and quick in action would be 
acceptable tc France. 

“Never will we commit the im- 
prudence of contenting ourselves 
with mere formulas of hope, which 
only endanger France’s national 
safety,"” the Premier said. 


© France would never permit rep- 


aration payments to be sacrificed 
to private debts, he said. Any 
modification of the payments due 
from Germany, he insisted, could 
only be considered as affecting the 
present period of economic stress. 

“In some countries people have 
too quickly announced that debts 
and reparations should be can- 
celled,” Laval went on. 

“Now that we know the attitude 
of the United States, the Govern- 
ments which envisaged such an 
audacious initiative will doubtless 
be less eager to support it. In any 
event, the French delegates cannot 
compromise on this question.” 

No Scrapping of Young Plan. 
“Hold on tight,’’ exclaimed one 
of his hearers. 

“That is a habit I have,” replied 
the Premier. “We will never per- 
mit the scrapping of the Young 
plan.” 


Laval said he was convinced that 
France’: policy not only would 
serve the interests of France, but 
also the safety of Europe and the 
peace of the world. 

His speech confirmed informa- 
tion obtained by the Associated 
Press a week ago that France 
would submit to the disarmament 
conference at Geneva a concrete 
proposal for protecting nations 
faced by aggression or invasion. 
The advance information indicated 
that negotiations would center on 
a new and broader version of the 
Locarno pact, under which the na- 
tions would give mutual guarantees 
against aggressive wars. 

No Ambitions for Hegemony. 

Laval repeated that France would 
appear promptly at Geneva, having 


‘no desire for postponement of the 


conference. 

“We nourish no ambitions for 
hegemony,” he said. “Our military 
budget is utilized exclusively for 
national defense, not aggression. 
Never-has one found in France as 
in other countries a youth educat- 
ed with ideas of militarism and ag- 
gression.” 

“T will not accept the accusation 
of militaryism directed against my 
country, but past. history orders us 
to be prudent. 

“We should not let ourselves go 
into improvisations, which instead 
of guaranteeing our security would 
risk compromising it and the peace 
of the world with it. 

“Our delegates will not refuse 
to examine and if necessary will 
suggest any form of mutual assist- 


ance, provided it be efficacious, 
that is to say, effective and rapid.”

“While the Manchurian situation 
appears on the surface to be a 
Chinese issue, it is essentially an 
international problam of the first 
magnitude. Upon its solution de- 
pends to a great extent the world's 
outlook on the future. World peace 
and security will be determined 
largely by the nature of the set- 
tlement of this problem. 
“The validity and effectiveness of 
such instruments as_ the Kellogg 
Pact and the Covenant of the 
League of Nations are involved. 
“More particularly it will be the 
acid test of the sanctity of that 
netable American achievement, the 
Nine-Power Treaty, whose first ar- 
ticle reaffirms the sovereign inde- 
pendence and territorial and ad- 
ministrative integrity of China.”

AUSTRALIAN LABOR PARTY 
DEFEAT IS OVERWHELMING 


Scullin Mi Resigns and Joseph 
Lyons Is to Form 
Cabinet.

MELBOURNE, Australia, Dec. 
21.—The overwhelming defeat of 
Premier James Scullin’s Labor Gov- 
ernment was shown in a provisional 
statement issued last night on Sat- 
urday’s general election. 

The figures, subject to modifica- 
tion, disclosed that the Laborites 
representation of 46 seats in Parlia- 
ment wes reduced to 24 seats—and 
10 of these were credited to the 
extremist Lang group, which was 
responsible for the Government’s 
downfall. 

This branch of the party is led by 
Premier J. T. Lang of New South 
Wales, who has advocated such rad- 
ical measures as repudiation of 
some of Australia’s external obli- 
gations, and whose policies were 
thought to have weakened Labor in 
the eyes of the people. 

The United Australia party, led 
by the former Labhorite, Joseph Ly- 
ons, won 37 seats, according to pre- 
liminary figures, as opposed to 14 
in the last election in October, 
1929. The Scullin Ministry resign- 
ed body and Governor-General 
Isaacs called Lyons to form a Cab- 
inet. 


ARNALDO MUSSOLINI, EDITOR 
BROTHER OF PREMIER, DIES 


Suddenly Seized With Heart Attack 
in Auto on Way Home 
in Milan. 
By the Associated Press. 

MILAN, Italy, Dec. 
Mussolini, 46 years old, younger 
brother of the Premier, died today 
of a heart attack while in his au- 
tomobile with his wife and daugh- 
ter. When he collapsed, the chauf- 
feur went to the nearest hospital, 
but Mussolini was dead when an 
interne lifted him from the auto- 
mobile. 

Mussolini and his wife had just 
put her sister on the train for 
Bologna. The body was taken to 
the office of the newspaper Popolo 
d'Italia, of which Arnaldo Musso- 
lini was editor In chief, there to lie 
in state. 

Arnaldo was almost the direct 
antithesis of his elder brother. He 
despised sports. His brother loves 
them. He was a careful motorist: 
the Premier habitually drives at &5 
miles an hour. He was stout and 
wore spectacles; the Premier is 
stocky with sharply chiseled fea- 
tures. 

Both were newspaper men. Pop- 
olo d'Italia was founded by Benito. 
The brothers were united by the 
bonds of strong affection, but 
their friends observed that they 
exhibited a curious shyness in 
eacn other’s company.

Gov. Davis, 52 years old, robust 
and tropically ruddy, made only 
one definiite announcement as to 
his future plans. He does not in- 
tend to make any speeches. Even 
at his Harvard Club luncheon en- 
gagement for Wednesday, he said, 
he has not promised to talk. 

He will) go to Paris, after the 
holidays, to see Mrs. Davis, who is 
in poor health, and his’ oldest 
caughter, Alice, who is with her. 
Beyond that, he said, he had no an- 
nouncement to make. Washington 
understood, when he conferred with 
President Hoover Saturday, that 
he did not plan to return to the 
Philippines, and Missouri politi- 
clans have talked of running him 
tor United States Senator. Gov. 
Davis is saying nothing for publi- 
cation which would counteract the 
first impression, or which would 
encourage the second idea. 


Praised Before Departure. 


The Governor-General spoke with 
pleasure of the feeling existing in 
the islands at the time of his de- 
parture.

THE TRANSPORTATION WAR. 
Resort te the Federal courts by 100 Missouri truck- 
ing companies which oppose restrictions imposed upon 
them by the State precipitates a transportation war 
6f which a great deal will be heard’ in the next few 
years all over the country. 

The trucking companies protest that the laws aimed 
at them by the Staté are claas legislation; that they 
are configcatory and therefore unconstitutional; that 
they deny the trucks the right of free contract, and 
that they seék to lévy an arbitrary and unreasonable 
tax upon them. The tax on freight-hauling trocks is 
from $25 to $500 per annum for vehicles with a ca- 
pacity exceeding one and one-half tons. Two classes 
ot trucking companies come under provisions of the 
law: that is, common carriers operating over regular 
routes and accepting general business; and contract 
haulers, serving particular firms or individuals by 
agreement. Both classifications are placed under con- 
trol of the Missouri Public Service Commission, which 
is empowered to license motor carriers and supervise 
and regulate their charges, accounts, schedules and 
operations. 

The outcome of the suit, so far as the powers of 
the State are concerned, can hardly be in doubt. 
While it is quite true that the laws aimed at trucks 
and busses are hurtful to them, it is equally true that 
the steam and electric railroads suffer from similar 
regulatory laws. If the State has no such power as 
that assumed by the trucking and bus laws, then it 
has no such power as that asuumed by the laws regu- 
lating steam and electric railroads.

‘6 LIENS lawfully in the country shouid 
A be protected by the issuance of a cer- 
tificate of residence"—this excerpt 
frem the President’s message of Dec. % 
impresses us as being written in pale-hued 
ink. If we judge its tone correctly, it rings 
with the sincerity of Secretary Doak’s con- 
vietion, based upen the advice of vote-seek- 
ing partisan politica! leaders and timed te 
an appreaching nationai election. 

Our readers must have heard the de- 
mand of thousands of aliens from Maine to 
_Califernia for these “protective certificates ™ 
‘Immigrant babies cry fer them. Alien moth- 
ers plead for them. Ne family of Jaa- 
sens, Schmaizes, Sebieskts or Ivanovitches 
can be happy witheut them. 

But Representative Cable, of the House 
Committee on Immigration, adds his bit: 
“The issuance of certificates of residence 
te aliens or alien legisiation is boumd to 
come, for the protection of both the Amer- 
ican worker and his family as well as of 
the alien lawfully in the United States.” 
Here we find allen registration “protecting” 
everybody—not merely thegalien: and the 
President's recommendation loses its 
euphemistic quality at once. 

We had alien registration in this coun- 
try as a war measure during the spy scare 
of the World War. The registration ceased 
with the armistice. -But certain zeaiots 
apparently wish to inaugurate 4 new con- 
flict. 

It is not @ifficult to scare up a few ex- 
cuses for the policy recommended. [t might 
help to weed out Communists. This hand- 
ful of soap-box orutors are a menace to 
our safety, and we should be _ protected 
against them. A few truckloads" lately en- 
tered Washington, D. C. They “walked 
right im and they turned around and they 
walked right out again.” 

it might help rid the country of alien 
bootieggers and give the native bootlegger 
a better chance at profiting by the great 
American thirst.

VIRGIL MORES HILLYER DIES 


Authority on Child Instruction of 
International Reputation. 
By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, ‘Md., Dec. 21.—Vir- 
gil Mores Hillyer, an authority on 
child instruction of international 
reputation, died yesterday at Un- 
ion Memorial Hospital where he 
underwent an-.operation for appen- 
dicitis.

TALKS ON RADIO CHAIN 


Declares All Nations Will Find 
Peace by the Crib of 
Bethlehem. 


Troubled nations, Archbishop 
Glennon said yesterday in a radio 
address over station KMOX and the 
Columbia network, “will find no 
better place to achieve unity of 


fait and purpose, and peace, indi- 


vidual and national, than when in 
faith they unite by the crib of 
Bethlehem.” 

The Archbishop's Christmas mes- 


sage was his first broadcast over 


an extensive chain of radio sta- 
tions. 

“Never before,” he s.id, “with 
homes that are rendered desolate, 
with industries that are failing and 
nations that are withering away 
with fear, has there been greater 
need for that peace of Christ of 
which «he angels sang. I knéw we 
speak glibly of it, preach it, pretend 
to promote it, and yet we are eaten 
up with fear that it will not come. 

“Public documents proclaim it, 
statesmen from foreign lands make 
their visits and discuss their mis- 
sion which the world is told and 
believes is a mission of peace—and 
then, their cabinet meetings and 
their secret movements modify and 
belie their public attitudes. Much 
as they desire peace they want se- 
curity more. Yes, security and 
prosperity, rather than peace and 
humanity. 

“It does look as if the nations 
still saw no value in the ancient 
dictum that nations as well as in- 
dividuals can be strong in the 
strength of right. They prefer the 
pagan cynicism of Napoleon, who 
declared that the Lord is on the 
side of the strongest armies. 

“It is a pertinent question to 
ask them today—has a conquered 
mation the right to live, or is se- 
curity for the conquerer only at- 
tainable when the conquered has 
bled to death? 

“The peace the angel proclaimed 
for the Christ King is peace that 
will come to men of good will, and 
only when the good will that the 
angels speak of issues, not alone 
in public documents, but in private 
agreements, when it is spoken of 
by the rulers and the people of all 
nations assembled around the crib 
at Bethlehem, only then will that 
peace of which the angels sang 
come to reign among men. And to 
that consummation we fervently 
pray the Christ child of Bethlehem 
may lead us.” 

The Archbishop spoke of the re- 
ligious significance of the observ- 
ance of Christmas in other times 
and other countries, and ended: 

“In our own land today we have 
many homes that are poor a8 was 
the cave of Bethlehem, and we 
have others that are rich, far 
richer than the inns and homes of 
Bethlehem, and between them now, 
as there should be, a bond is grow- 
ing, and that bond is bound up by 
infant bands. It is the homage 
they give to the Christ child and 
the love of the Christ child that 
encompasses them. 

“ret us then, children of time, 
‘Go over to Bethlehem,’ and on 
Christmas day offer our homage 
to the Child of Eternity, the Son 
of Mary, the Son of God.”
